HIS CONTRACT IN

Portsmouth Player Will Be With
New York Giants Again

This Season.

Portsmouth. Va., February 9..Davis

A. Robertson, the youthful Portsmouth-
Ian. has sent his oontract In to the
office of the New York National League
baseball club, and within tho next ten
days he will bo on his way to Murlin,
Tex., to join Wilbert Robinson and tho
other GlantB. who will engage in tho
annual spring workout on the New
York club's own practlcc grounds.
There Robertson will go under the
critical eye of Coach Robinson. Man¬
ager McGraw and Captain Larry Doyle
will go to Marlin with the re¬
cruits instead of waiting for the band,
of regulars. They arc not to report
for spring training until about two
weeks after the rccrult camp in Mar-
lin.
Robertson, or "Robbie," as his asso¬

ciates on the New York club like to
call him. has been spending the winter
with his parents in this city. He is
feeling tinely, all except his arm. which
has given him no little trouble since
he was in a football mishap at the
North Carolina Agricultural and Me-
chanleal Institute before he went to
the metropolis last season to report to
McGraw.

One of the bones of his pitching

shoulder was injured in that accident;
hurt to such an extent that he has jfound it unpleasant to undertake any
serious wind-up. the kind that made
him famous when he twirled for the
A. and M., and the sort that sent the
Giant scouts and the trailers of sev¬
eral other big league clubs scurrying
after him in the effort to got his sig¬
nature on contracts. It was in those
days that "Robbie" was shooting them
across in a oewilderlng manner, so

baffling in fact, that fifteen and twenty
batsmen in every game were lashing
the nisone frantically and fruitlessly
in their efforts to connect. Robertson
hlmuelf swms a bit fearful about his
future, pitching ability, and thinks an
outfield position would suit him Im¬
mensely. He says he can throw the
ball all right: It's the wlndup that
has been difficult.
Asked if he thought his injury would

prevent him from playing first base,
he said not. All that is required there,
in handling the ball, is a snap throw,
he said, and he finds no trouble in
making those. In fact. McGraw put
htm on first in one or two games last
season, and worked him in the out¬
field also.

Visions of winter lolling peacefully in the lap of a belated spring arc Rivena too Impressive realness by reason of tho mecknosn and docility of the agedindividual during the recent period of his supposed activities. Where ho waswont to bite and blight, he has touched ho lightly that in fancy wo heard tholilting strain^ of the feathered harbingers of a balmlike sun. the glad chantlngsof all the followers 01' King Swat shouting acclaim at promise of renewedactivities in the I.and of ilorschide. And Just as we concluded that tho backof the frosty tyrant had been broken; Just as wo began to feel that ho wasplanning a hasty exit, we find the hoary-headed villain grasping mild-mannereOspring In his chilling embrace and flirting with tho lair maid most outrag¬eously. Something should be done. The feast is spread and the anciont repro¬bate should not bo allowed to mar tho occasion.

Usually the schedule meetings of the major leagues sound the death knellI of winter. Tho National Leaguo begins work to-day in Now York, and will
be followed to-morrow by the American League. Neither league expects anytrouble. The schedules have been drafted, and ratification ol' the dates selected
will be largely perfunctory. Never was there a meeting of the magnates when
rumors of trades have not been in the air. Sometimes something cocies of
these rumors, but the probabilities are rather remote at this time. Most of
the clubs have completed their rosters, and Just as soon as the meetings ad¬
journ several of the managers will be trotting their men South to dodgewinter, if he persists in sticking around after his welcome Is worn to a frar.-
aled edge.

Virginia League managers are not having trouble as in previous years of
finding material. Steve Orlfiln has completed his work, and will send out no
more contrai-ts. Charlie Shaffer advises that ho is almost through. Paul Davis,in Newport News, will add several youngsters to his list, but Lou Castro saysthat his club is all signed. Heinle Busch will have a number of local amateurs
to try out: the latest to sign a Petersburg contract Js Bernard Uulcher. Ac-
ecptanec of his terms was received yesterday in a telegram from, the managc-merit of the Petersburg club, lluleher started his career with McGulre's' Uni-versity School as a pitcher, Last season ho played first base for the Richmond
Grays in the Capital City Leaguo. He is attending school at Richmond College,but will quit to play professional baseball. Hulcher Is one of the best of the
local sandlotters. He is going to make good. Probably the speediest of anyof the local youngsters, in spite of the fact that he is Just nineteen years old,he has remarkably good baseball Judgment.. Regardless of where Busch tries
him, young lluleher will deliver the goods.

The suggestion from Parke Davis, member of the football rules committee
from Princeton, that the players be numbered, once moie opens a questionwhich has received the unanimous report of a united press for many years.Football, because of the nature of the game, almost hides the identity of tho
men tailing part in any given play, excepting to those who happen to know
the players intimatley. Many of the reports of games are guesswork pure andsimple, the reporter being compelled to rely upon information from a sub. who
frequently is as much at sea as the man writing an account of the contest.
As pointed out by another writer, while numbers of arguments in favor ofthe numbering plan have been advanced, no one has yet advanced a singleargument against it. But Parke Davis 1b tho first official of note to actuallyfavor the plan.

To those who have been unfortunate enough to be compelled to watch and
record football games, the adoption of such a plan will come as a great relief.
And it isn't all selfishness on the part of the reporters. Regardless of the opin¬ion held by some, that the reporter doesn't care very much as to accuracy, the
average reporter, if he is sincere in his work and expects to keep his job.realizes that accuracy is his best asset. For that reason he wants to get thingsright. Jn the average football game so many varying accounts appear, duo Inlarge measure to inaccuracies on the part of the subs who are supposed to
help, that the players, the writers and the public are all confused.

Mr. Davis suggests that, beginning with 1, each man on each team be num¬bered up to 11. Under this plan the fullback would be No. J; right halfback.No. 2; left half. No. 3; quarter. No. 4; right end, No. 6; right guard. No. 7:centre. No. S: left guard, No. !.; left tackle, No. 10, and left end. No. 11. There
would be no confusion then. Everybody at the game could locate the manwith the ball, or the man who made a tackle. Score cards would contain the
names of the men on the opposing eleven, and the spectators would know
that No. 1 was the fullback, and could then refer to the card for the player's
name, it is n. wise and sane suggestion, and one that tho rtiles committee shouldconsider. The great mass of people who attend college football games Is enti-tied to consideration. Such a change would not affect the playing rules fn any
way, but would be a step In advance, a step, by the way, which would increasevastly the popularity of the contests.

While in the mood, we would gently suggest to the president of the VirginiaLeague that he request the official scorers in the several cities throughout thecircuit to hold a conference as soon as they shall have been appointed for the
purpose of agreeing upon some uniform interpretation of the scoring rules.If scoring continues this season as it has in the past, the official averagesof the league will be largely a joke. Here in Richmond there is an agreement
among the scorers, or rather, after a discussion, the conclusion was reached
that certain plays should bo scored uniformly by all. Unless such a plan isfollowed throughout the circuit, the true playing worth of any man cannotbe accurately determined from the records.

For instance, one point at issue, and which has caused some discussion, is
this: With a runner on first and none out, the next batsman attempts a sacri-
fice. He lays the ball down, and the man fielding it makes the play at second
base, trying to force tho runner. The attempt fails, and both men are safe.
Logically the man who attempted the sacrifice is entitled to a hit, provided no
error was made in the play at second. Hut there is diversity of opinion. In !
Richmond it is invariably scored this way. The sacrifice Hit. so far as the
scoring rules tire concerned, which, if successfully executed, relieves the man
making it of being credited with a time at bat, oecavne a part of the rules to |
nave the batsman from lowering his batting average through following in¬
structions from his manager and helping in carrying out one of the strategic
moves of the game. This is Just one illustration of where opinions differ, and
for that reason we would be glad to see such a conference. Then r«51 the
official scorers would score alike, and the players receive the same treatment
in one town that they get in another.

To-night the first intercity bowling tournament between Richmond, Wash- Iingtn and Baltimore begins on the Palace Alleys in Washington. President
Sam Williams, of the local association, will be on hand to roll the first hall
down the alley, thereby officially opening the tourney.

Meeting to Arouse Interest in
Project to Be Held at

Asheville.
Asheville, X. C., February 0..Ar-

rangcmcnt.s have been practically com¬
pleted for the entertainment of the del¬
egates to tho meeting; of the Southern
Highway Association, which convenes
in this city Wednesday morning. Del-
egatcs are already beginning to arrive, J
and it is believed that the convention
will be largely attended. It is expected
that all of the Southern States and
most of those on the Pacific (Toast will
he represented at the coming meeting,
which has for its objeet the perfect-
ing of plants for the construction of a
coast-to-eoast highway far enough
south to permit al!-*;he-year-around
travel. Governor l>ocke Craig, of this
State, has appointed more than 100 del-
egates from North Carolina, and infor-
matlon has been received to the effect
that other Southern "Governors and jgood roads -issociritioiis throtipbout the
South and West are naming represent-
atlves to th? Asheville meeting.

It is stated that there is now a good
road extending from s!itn Diego, Cal.,
to T^ittle Hock. Ark., a distance of ap-
proximately 2.000 miles. It is planned
to continue this ro'id to Morehead City,
X. C., completing, with the Qtiebec-

I 'Miami road, a belt highway of the
I'nited States.

Tt Is for the purpose of getting p'-r-| sons who reside in the territory which
has: no Improved roads, but through
which tho connecting links will run,
Interested In the project that tho meet-
ing has been called. Speakers conver¬
sant with the necessity of the road
will urge that Immediate steps be taken
looking to Its completion, and it Is
expected that a committee will be ap¬
pointed to ask Congress to appropriate
$25,000,000, to be used in the complo-
tion of the ocean-to-ocean highway.
Among tho roads in the Southern

States which must be completed to
(lnish the highway are the following:
The Central Highway, of North Caro-

llna; the Memphis-Bristol Highway, In
Tennessee; the Memphis-Birmingham
Road and tho Birmingham-Atlanta
Road. It is s»ld that In developing
some of these highways, Federal aid
will be necessary.

It is understood that a Governor
of one of the Southern States will b*
named as president of tho association,
and that an effort will be made to get
Senators and Representative* intereet-\*A in the project.
